- BRAIN TRUST

LONDON, ‘Apr. 29 (Reuter),—A 
“Brain trust” has been formed at 
Government's ‘instigatfon to aid 
engineerlng developments for war 
Purposes.

Letter To HLK. | 
A Sea Monster That 
. Materialised._.

“Life gées .very quictly with me 
but I had some fun broadcasting last 
month! The Canadian . Broadcasting 
Corporation asked me ‘to take part 
in.a discussion’! entitled. ‘What: do 
you think!” The partlewlar subject 
was “Sea Serpents or Sea Monsters” 
Do they exist? ,One Francis Dickie, 
a atthor,.and myself, took the line, 
that they did! A Professor of Zoology 
from’ the University argued on the 
contrary (No Scientist will ever ad- 
mit that there’ are such things). 
Well, we had ‘Jots of fun anyway— 
three rehearsals and then half "on 
hour discussion on the’ Anal night, 
Nobody wont . 

But, 10 days Jater, a “Sea Monster” 
was found in an advanced stage of 
decomposition, on a beach nearby, by 
three small boys. Tho skeleton was 
a’ weird-looking thing—11 ft long 
with a large skull still attached to 
the vertebrae, The skull. measured 
14%" long, 9” wide,"7” deep, in 
appearance much like a horse's head 
with very large cavities for nostrils 
at, the end of the skull, These

The small boys exhibited the re- 
mains and charged the public 25 
cents for adults, 10 cents for chil- 
dren per each “look-see", This, at 
least, had the effect of taking .us 
away from the War for a little, a 
break good to have these days,

$1,500,000,000, declared — the 
Finance Minister, Mr J. L. Ysley, 
in presenting the country’s third 
“War Budget to-day. ; 

Speaking of Britain’s difficulty 
in obtaining Canadian dollars, 
the Minister said that ‘Britain’s 
deficit. in. this connection was 
$795,000,000. 

Declaring that it was unthinkable 
that Britaln should be unable to pur- 
chase vitally-needed supplies in 
Canada because of lack of Canadian 
dollars, the Minister said that Canada 
would.meet such proportion: of that 
‘total deficit as. Britalr, herself would 
be'unable to meet by transfer of gold 
or United States dollars to Canada.

The corvette, Britain's new type of 
warship, now being built on mass production lines, is

Here A. J. McWhinnie tells you 


about life in these tiny saviours of the convoys. 


HE ‘Atlantic outlook is 
brightening. 


For a fortnight I have been 
sailing thousands of miles out 
there, investigating -the dan- 
gers, assessing the possibili- 
ties for the immediate future, 
and observing changes and 
developments in our unceasing 
fight ‘against the U-boats 


‘across the biggest battlefront 


of all. 


Things have been. moving 
rapidly. since my last Atlantic 


trip with a destroyer in De, 
cember. 


Outstanding are these facts, 
gathered ‘with our Northern 
patrols and later with the 
vital convoys from the 
Americas. .

The number of patients has in- 
creased Jn all the Clinics by nearly 
100 per cent. and the improvement in 
the numbers of those returning for 
re-examination has been maintained.

The League in co-operation with 
the Medical Department is pursuing 
the same polley advocated by the 
Ministry of Health in Great Britain. 
Health Centres have been established 
where mothers can attend ante-natal 
clinics; after the birth of the baby, 
they return to the Centro for advice 
on infant welfare and Gynaecological 
Clinics for post-natal care have been 
arranged which include advice on 
family planning, that fs, how to)- 
space children for the sake: of the 
health gnd the well-being of the 
family. An increase in this service Js 
urgently needed. 

The League has been successful in 7 
obtaining regular supplics of appll- 
ances from New York; but unless 
there is increased financial support 
during the next year, the League will 
be forced to discontinue this help t 
poor pntients. . . o 

The League has been able to res- 
pond to requests for appliances from 
Shanghal, Kweiyahg, ‘Hainan and 
other centres. “Assistance has also 
been given ‘to mothers - proceeding’ 
to the interior. 


Social Welfare Worker 


The Executive Committee has re- 
tained the services of a social welfare 
worker, who assists in the four.
